STAR  WARS 

a  war  between 
global  airline 
alliances 

Over  the  last  few  months  the  corporate  travel  market 
has  increasingly  become  polarised  into  two  'camps’; 

Qantas  and  their  related  airlines  against  Ansett  and  their 
partners.  To  visualize  this  is  to  imagine  two  'countries' 
doing  battle  for  $’s,  each  supported  by  their  allies  -  just  as 
Qantas  is  supported  by  a  number  of  carriers,  Ansett  is 
supported  by  its  own  allies  on  the  other  side. 

The  result  of  these  alliances  present  mega  benefits  to 
passengers  and  I  am  pleased  to  show  some  of  the  new  fares 
using  a  variety  of  carriers.  Qantas  will  now  allow  redemption 
bookings  using  a  combination  of  airlines.  For  example  a 
common  routing  such  as  Sydney -New  York -London -Hong 
Kong  -  Sydney  uses  150,000  points  for  an  economy  ticket 
and  either  three  airlines  with  Qantas  or  two  airlines  without. 

The  situation  becomes  more  interesting  with  paid  tickets. 
One  relatively  new  fare  on  the  market  is  based  on  the 
number  of  continents  visited.  It  offers  at  least  12  stops 


when  four  continents  are  used.  By  using  this  fare  skillfully 
an  additional  side  trip  can  be  obtained. 

The  number  of  airlines  within  the  Qantas  alliance  is 
increasing  all  the  time.  Members  of  the  Qantas  one  world 
alliance  include  Qantas,  British  Airways, American,  Finnair, 
Canadian,  Cathay  and  Iberia.  Other  airlines  where  points 
can  be  accumulated  and  redeemed  include  Swissair  and 
Elal  and  shortly  Air  Lingus. 

With  Ansett  the  situation  with  redemption  of  points  is  at 
present  more  difficult  when  you  try  and  combine  a  number  of 
airlines.  All  of  the  redemption  tickets  are  on  a  return  basis 
but  this  could  change.  Airlines  which  are  members  of  Ansett 
global  rewards  and  star  alliance  include  Ansett,  Lufthansa, 
Lauda  Air,  New  Zealand  Air,  Singapore  Air,  Thai  and  United 
Airlines,  Air  Canada  etc. 

There  are  several  round-world  fares  using  a  variety  of 
star  alliance  carriers.  For  a  routing  such  as  Sydney-New 
York-London-Sydney,  there  are  several  options  and  I  will 
be  happy  to  provide  advice  on  this.  This  is  where  booking 
on  line  is  not  advisable  because  all  the  rules,  possibilities 
and  fares  are  not  shown.
